points very shortly. A year ago the | small boys reached safety by deliberately 

clambering upon the heads of the thickly 
massed crowd and running over it to tho 
doors. 

Within twenty seconds the hall was 
cleared, and when the few white-faced 
spectators who had not rushed to the 
streets strnggled back into the building 
and gazed down into the abyss, the 
sight was a terrible one. Men cursed 
and prayed, wept and laughed in de- 
lirium of terror, all the while struggling 
to free themselves from the network of 
beams and girders which surrounded 
them ai.d cru.died them to their dooc. 
Cries for help were mingled with frantic 
appeals lo those above for aid. 

It. Van Wyck, one of the men who fell 
wilh th3 door, but luckily came off with 
a scalp wound, told this story: I was 
standing in front of the platform jttat as 
the crowd called for Toothe. Aid. Carro- 
thers stepped to the front and was ap- 
parently calling for order. Then it 
seemed as if the platform on which the 
mayor and others sat was being pushed 
over. The next moment the floor gave 
way and I found rayBelf among a heap ol 
broken timbers. I struggled to my feet 
and seized a projecting column, by 
means of which I climbed towards the 
floor above. Half way up somebody 
from above s:rasped my arms and I was 
dragged out. Those who were standing 
around me had disappeared." 

J. S. Minnhinnick, ir., was among 
those in the hall near the scene of the 
disaster. He told liis experience as fol- 
lov.s; " Wiien I saw the speakeia on 
the ))latform plunge forward I started 
for the rear door, from which I was dis- 
tant abont ten feet. The next moment 
the floor of the hall almost where I 
stood a minute before was gone, and 
thoBe behind mo were pressing madly 
for the entrance. Only one-half of the 
door was open, leaving a space of only 
about three feet, and no one seemed to 
ctre to open the door completely to let 
tho crowd out. Once someone ran over 
my head, and in the crush at the door 
ray back was severely hurt. Someone 
fell down but wo could not stop. Tiiose 
behind were pushing ua on. 

Constable Williams, with a view to 
expedilinn the removal of some of the 
bodies, called upon Dr. J. K. Flock to 
hold an inquest and he had the requisite 
number of citiKens summoned to meet 
to-day to inquire into the causa of the 
terrible catastrophe. 

The list of dead and wounded shows 
that the woikingnien of the city were 
the greatest sull'orora. There have been 
no deatlia reiiorted since morning, but 
the death roll is expected to bo added to 
to-night. There were about 100 people 
injured, but only three or four are in a 
precarioua condition. The injuries con- 
sist chiefly of broken limbs. 
The cauee of the diaastor was the giv- 
g way of a beam which ran from thn 
nortii to the south of the hall, abont 20 
feet from the northern end, and directly 
under the raised stage used as the spcak- 
fJnnlinueil on pane 7\ao.

Great Britain's Interest Simply to 
Maintain China as a Going 
Concern. 



Will Bisk Money to Defeat Foreign 
Attempts at Displacing 
Her Wares. 



TWENTY-FIVE KILLED.

London, Jan. 5.— The Times (!om- 
menting editorially this morning upon 
the Btatement of tho Cologne Gazette 
that since TluirBday last negotiations 
have been proceeding in London for a 
Otiinese loan, upon the proposed security 
of the land tax and a ceaaion of territory, 
denies that England has any intention 
to demand territory or to take tlie lead 
in the partition of China. It eaya : 

" England's policy, on tlie contrary, 
aims at maintaininc the Chinese 
Empire aa a going concern and a vast 
field for the extension of trade. In pur- 
suing this policy we are ghid to note 
England enjoys the powerful aupi)ort ot 
the United States government, aa well 
as the public opinion of that portion of 
the' American people which ia not 
swayed by blind jingo denunciations." 

Tho editorial considers that the gov- 
ernment would be juBtifled even in in- 
curring " reasonable financial risks 
which might formerly be properly re- 
garded aa outside tlie scope of govern- 
ment action," in order to combat 
" measures restrictive of trade which 
Ivussia and Germany are seeking to 
obtain from China in tlie shape of rail- 
way and alining inouopoliuH and tho 
like." 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle cables that he learns 
from the highest diplomatic authority 
that there ia a comijloto undoratauding 
between Russia and l'>ance in regard to 
the; East to the extent of their co-opora- 
tion on sea and land in the event of hos- 
tilities. An efibrt has been made to 
induce Germany to act in concert with 
them, but hitherto without success. The 
movement is directed against England. 

AccordinK to a despatch to the Daily 
Mail from Rome, Signer Crispi, the dis- 
tinguished Italian statesman and former 
premier, has said in the course of an in- 
terview there that events in the Far 
Eabt liave proved that Russia only 
fiought the French alliance to hamper 
France in this important matter, and 
that Italy svonld get nothing by support- 
ing England in Chinese afl'airs, wtiile 
she might expect much from eupporting 
the KusEO-Gerniau action. 

The cruiser Arrogant, at Davenport, 
has been ordered to prepare for sea. It 
is supposed that she will proceed to 
Chinese waters. 

Pahis, Jan. -1. — M. Francis Chermes, 
who is well informed as to the views of 
the French government, has a long 
article in the Journal des DebatJ, in 
which he ably discusses the Eastern 
situation, drawing the inference that 
" France for the present will preserve 
an expectant attitude in the Chinese 
crisie," 

RoMi:, .Tun. 1. — It appears that Mon- 
Reigneur AuBer, bishop of the province of 
Shantung, China, in Ids recent visit to 
the Pope, not only discussed the develop-

China. 



PERSIA IN HAD SHAPE. 

Misrule Has Reduced It to Desperate Pov- 
erty, Biid Revolt and Faitition 
Immtnent. 

Berlin,. Ian. -1.— Advices received here 
from Persia show that the country is 
now on the brink of revolution. In the 
districts where Kueaian and British iii- 
tereata conflict, a disaolntion of the cen- 
tral autliority and tho cotiverBion of the 
provinces into independent slates are 
anticipated. It ia aaaorted that the new 
Shah's rule has reduced the country to 
desperate i)overty. Tliu iiumensio trea- 
sure accumulated by Nasr ed Din, the 
present Shah's father, has been dissi- 
pated, and the inhabitants of the coun- 
try are heavily taxed. 

The inhabitants of the province of 
Shiraz expelled the governor three 
months ago, and establ-shed i\n inde- 
pendent triumvirate of iirieata, who ad- 
dressed an ultimatum to the Shah accus- 
ing h m of incoiniiuteiicy and deman()- 
ing the reforuia that liia father jiromieed. 

CLLFPEIiTON ISLA^'D. 

French, Mexican and American Rii;lits Tliere 
Involved in a Flag Incident. 

Pauls, Jan. -1. — The IJlierto aBserta 
that Clipperton lahuid (over which the 
Mexican Hag ia reported to have been 
hoisted by marines from the gunboat 
Democrata after the Stars and Stripes 
liad been hauled down) really belons;s to 
France, and adds : "Naturally the 
AniericaiiH Imve asked for tho protection 
of the govcrriuient, Imt Franco's duty ia 
to re-establish order ia that iHland and 
ailjudii-ato between the Americans and 
iMexicaiia aild demonstrate our own 
riglitH, which have never been con- 
tested."

London, Ont., Jan 1.— Harry Pass- 
more, an Advertiser reporter, wlio went 
down in tho crash, thus describes the 
Bceneatlast night's disaster : " Suddenly 
there was an ominous crackling as of 
smashing timbers. Back slid tho re- 
porters' chairs; but tliero waa not time 
to move a limb before there was a tre- 
mendous crash and tho end of ua all 
aeemcd to have como. There wore three 
reporters writing at a table when the 
crash came and carried the floor, plat- 
form and hundreds of citizens down 
witli it. There was no warning. I 
never heard more earnest or more 
heartrending criea in all my life tlian 
those of the dying and wounded, as they 
lay all around, above and beneath me. 
The prayers, groans and entreaties 
seemed to continue for ases, while will 
ing hands sot about rescuing us— so 
slowly does the time pass when one is 
in extremity. My chair was completely 
turned over. Tlie legs were straight up, 
and I found myself protected Ijy it from 
being cruahed by the table at which we 
had been writing, and which alao waa 
completely turned over. From above 
me the blood from those killed and 
wounded began to trickle down, and 
that, with the criea from the dying, 
made an impression on me whicli 1 
sliall never forgot." 

Fighting and struggling in tlio pit, 
frantic men beat down those weaker, 
and made their bodies stepping-stones 
to attempt their own safety. A couple 
of the cooler lieaded among them, old 
Robert Oarrothera, a giant in atature, 
and another, endeavored to reatrain the 
frantic crowd. Bleeding from scalp 
wounds, his clothes torn and hanging 
from his back, Garrothers shouted for 
room, and refused to move himself until 
the bodies of those who lay in front of 
him had been saved. 

Aid. Neil Cooper, who had been on 
the platform, was dragged upwards by 
an improvised rescue corps, and witia 
half a dozen others leas seriously in- 
jured conveyed to an ante-chamber, 
where tliey were awaited upon.

Winnipeg, Jan. 4.— Inter viewed at Re- 
gina to-day by • press correspondent 

Hon. Ohas. H. Mackintosh, who has just 
vacated the ofhce of lieutenant-governor 
of theXorthweatTerritorieaj was asked if 
ho anticipated any friction between the 
United States and Canada with refer- 
ence to the Yukon. He replied : 

" There certainly will be friction un- 
less the governments at Washington 
and Ottawa exercise wise discretion. 
While the discovery of gold will popu- 
late the Northwest and British Colum- 
bia aa it populated 8ouih Africa, Auatra- 
lia and the Western States, yet at the 
same timo it haa created antagonism in 
various quartera, 

" I reiiieuiber when Sir .Tolin Mae- 
donald was roundly abused for negotiat- 
ing the Washington treaty. To-day the 
route most talked about, the Stickeen 
river, is free to all imiiorial interests 
under that treaty. Still it would not 
surprise mo at all to find prominent 
men in the United States prepared to 
question whether the freedom of naviga- 
tion carries with it the right to utilize the 
Stickeen wlien in a frozen condition, or 
yet to find them insist upon laying an 
omliaruo upon gold conveyed through 
their territory to points in Canada, 

" These issues may bo raised as a blufl' 
game in order to coerce Canada in con- 
nection with the policy advocated by 
Bome of putting a duty upon gold carried 
out of Yukon into the United States. 

" Then aL'ain, the tax upon gold pro- 
duced, aa well as the reservation of al- 
ternate claims by the government of the 
day, are likely to cause strong protests 
and to disturb tho volcanic forces, for 
j'ou know there are more politiciana tlian 
statesmen in the neighboring republic. 
Therefore it must be ajiparent that 
trouble will arise unloea all intereated 
act with caution and discretion."

We were obliged to enter vil- 
lages and seize all the men and women.

We then burned a few huts, which 
generally induced them to return. We 
eeized the chief aad compelled him to 
give us slaveg to carry our loads. Thia 
is the only way to deal with these 
brutes, whom we have seen <|uarrel for 
tlie liodiea of their shot comrades for 
food."

Crashed Into an laeherg. 

It Is a Boriou.s matter when a ship }s 
obliged to seek colli.sion as tho lesser of 
two evils. Tho author of " Qreenlaud 
«;efiolds" sayg that ho was once on 
bourd u steamer iu tho mouth of the 
strait of Belle Isle where there wore 
iunumernble vast, beautiful icebergs, 
surrounded by a dense fog. The chance 
of eucounttn'inf? them, however, soomed 
60 slight that tho boat coutiuuod it.s 
conr.se, though at slackened speed. Ho 
addh: 

Suddenly a large spot iu tho mist 
ahead of the ship lighted up, as if we 
were comini; to 11 cleai: space; But to 
fh(! experienced eyes of the mate and 
the ice pilot it was an omiuoii.s specter, 
for id wa.4 Mio ico blink of a liugo berg 
which nhnnst at that very iustaut 
emerged from tho mist, towering hun- 
dreds of fci't abov(^ u;i and Btretchiug 
out many hundred feet ou either side. 

It was too hito to avoid it. Safety, if 
it could be sotinvod nt all, lay iu taking 
tlie colli.'^inu str;ni;ht ahead, and ac- 
conlingly the rudder wa.s turned at tlio 
iubtaut tho wheel was rovcrKod. Tho 
coUisioa came all too soon. Great mass- 
es of ico fell upon the deck. Tho steam- 
er reeled like a drunken man, but tlio 
pa.ssctigcrs .scurccly had time to secure 
an upright po-iition again before nil wan 
quiet as death, while wo un.tionslj' 
watched tho cariicnter as he sounded 
the wells to see if there were u leak.

It WHS tlirilling indeed for na to re- 
flect that we bad .■^uiled or steamed by 
a most circuitou.s routo to encounter 
this particular berg and hud hit it at 
almost the only sale point which it pre- 
sented for attack. 



La»t richt In t!io ColiBccin. 

In a fragment of 11 mediaeval diary, 
the authorship of which i.s generally at- 
tributed to Ludovico Bonconto Mon- 
aldcschi da Orvicto, there is a descrip- 
tion of a great buUiight given in tho 
Coli.senm 011 tho :id day of Septem- 
ber, l!i3a. It appears that tho arena 
was still free from any aeenmulation of 
soil, although tho marble seats and tho 
marblo decoratious had already been 
taken away. The Keats were replaeod, 
therefore, with red cloth. Monaldes- 
clii's account of thi.s last vision of ath- 
lotio sport.s, of this ephemeral revival 
of classic games, tho last of which had 
taken place 800 years before, is so graph- 
io and so full of details characteristic 
of tho iigo thnt it may please the reader 
to know Komewhat of them. 

The seats had beeu divided into four 
eectiouB. The flrst section was occupied 
by tho noble ladies of the Ponte and 
Parione, led hy the beautiful Savollo 
Or.siiii; liy these of Trnstovero, led by 
TaccpL'lla do Vico, and by those of tho 
Jilonti and Campitelli, led by two of 
the Colonnas. Tho noblemen sat in tho 
next compartment. Women and men of 
the middle and lower classes oconpicd 
tho third and fourth sections. The bravo 
young men, the pick of tho Roman and 
Italian nri.stocracy, who were to con- 
front the wild bulls were remarkable 
f(!r till! variety of tho colors they wore 
and fur tliii niottnrs engraved on their 
heJmels. The galhuit baud of youths 
wu.s not very successful on that day. 
When till' fight came to an em! for want 
nf innro chiiiniiious, IS of them were 
lying (lead in tho nii na and 11 were 
daugcrouslj- wounded, while only 11 
bulls had been killed. Tho dead heroes 
were carried off in triiini[ihal jirooession 
t(i St. John of Lateral!, followed by the 
whole crowd cf spectators. — Atlantic

LOCAL POLITICS. 



The attempt miulo by a few Liberal 
politiciiine to Htmiipede lliu 1/iberal party 
in liritish Coliiaibia into the ranks of 
tlie oppoeition has fnUeu very iiat. We 
<lo not suppose there ia a man in the 
province who doea not see through the 
\vretched pretence which lay at the bot- 
tom of the effort or wlio will bo misled 
by it for a moment. Nothinij ia more 
certain than that the Dominion minia- 
terB do not wiah anything of the kind to 
be brought about. They have no de 
eire to see their party in this province 
weakened, at a time when it has every 
thing to loae and nothing to gain, by 
mixini; itaelf np with things which can 
not by any reasonable conatrnction be 
coasidered aa germane to federal inter- 
ests. If the experience of federal poll 
tics teaches anything at all, it ia that 
nothing can happen that ia worse for a 
ministry than to have itself entangled in 
provincial politics, and thia ia almost, 
we might eay quite, inevitable, when 
the latter are run on the Dominion lines. 
More than one of the ministers has 
taken occaBion to cxprees himself 
thia point. A. little consideration will 
show anyone why, from a federal stand 
point, it ia undeairable to mix the two 
sets of isauea. 

So far aa thia province ia concerned, 
the gentlemen, who aimed at dragging 
Dominion party lines into the local are- 
na, were not men of such standing or 
experience in public afTaira, nor are they 
of euch prominence otherwise, that the 
people would naturally tarn to them as 
leaders. It was clear to the moat super- 
ficial observer that they sought to rally 
the Liberals to their support in tlie local 
arena because they felt themselves un- 
able to present any arguments that 
would influence reasonable men to place 
the control of tbe province in their 
handa. After montha of vindictive and 
unacrupuloua slander of the provincial 
ministers personally and the govern- 
ment as a whole, they found themaelvea 
no nearer the goal of their hopes than 
they were when they began their agita- 
tion. The legishitive seesion had fol- 
lowed a long campaign of vilification ; 
but not a single one of the charges with 
which the public bad been regaled was 
formulated by resolution in the 
house or in any other way brought 
up for public diecusEion, under 
Kuch circumstances that those assailetl 
could meet and answer their asBailautti. 
The CoLo.visT challenged the opposition 
to make good their aEsertiona on the 
floor of the house, but the whole Eeesion 
passed away, and with the single excep- 
tion of one case that arose in the Lands 
and Works dejiartuiont, and was prompt- 
ly thrown out by the couimitieo ap- 
pointed to investigate it, not even a 
breath of scandal waa directed agaiuat 
the government or any member of it. 
Of resolutions and speeches there was 
an exhaustlees supply, but not one of 
them was anythinj; more than an ex- 
pression of ojjiniiin on aomo abatract pro- 
pioaition upon wliich (jeoplt! ii]);;lit very 
well dill'er i;i opinion. Wlien the eefe- 
Eioa had ended the Coi.o.\ist called upon 
tbe opposition papers to do what the 
opposition membera had failed to do, 
that is to make specific charges. The 
challenge was taken up only by tliu Wel- 
lington I-^ntcrjirici;, ivhudi iii.ide certain 
assertiona against the management of the 
Attorney-Uenerai'fl department, and 
Iheao were promptly shown to bo without 
foundation. The opposition found itself 
without a leg to stand on. 

Under the circiiinstancos aomething 
had Id be done to keep tlie ])arly from 
dyini; from sheer inanition, and Meaara. 
Seinlin and Cotton, like birds of a 
feather, flocked together and hatched out 
something they called a platform. It 
waa fearfally and wonderfully made. 
It was of no practical utility for any 
mundane purpose. It was received witli 
coldness in all (luarters. Even the Nowa- 
Advertiser coulil not get enthusiastic 
over it. Some of the more rabid o;',>osi- 
tionists even went ao far aa to laugh at 
it. Nevertheleaa something had been 
done, and that_ somotliing meant that 
what opposition there was seemed likely 
to be led by McsHra, .Semlin and Cotton, 
which implied that certain iuulritioufl 
people, who claim to bo Liberals, would 
have no place in the local arena. .Some- 
thing to counteract thia had to be done, 
and that something took the shape of a 
convention for the purpose of atamped- 
ing the Liberals into the Opposition 
ranka. Thia waa the last reaort of a 
c imbination that saw itaelf foredoomed 
to utter defeat unlees Ibey could dis- 



cover somereaaon, apart from any issues 
that bad been raised, tor aaklng the 

votora of the province to unite in over- 
throwingthe government. Thia conven- 
tion evolved the thing called a platform. 
If the ofi'dpring of the joint intelligence 
of Messrs. Se-^ilin and Cotton was a 
political curiosity, the Westminster pro- 
duction was a monstrosity. It can best 
be described by Virgil's line: 

Iiirorme, ingoiiH,cui liuui'ii adein])tiuu. 
It waa big, misahapon, and there waa 
not a gleam of light in it. Such aa it 
was, it waa given to the world after a 
iaahion, which, whatever it may have 
been, waa certainly not in harmony with 
Liberal traditiona. The Westminater- 
itea pledged tlieniselvoa in aiivauce to a 
document that had not been drawn up. 
When the people got the text of thia pro- 
duction they were left in a state of be- 
wilderment. They saw something pre- 
pared for them to aaseut to, which meant 
nothing and waa intended to mean noth- 
ing. There waa a formal acceptance of 
it by some of tlie (Jppobition pajiere, and 
a ri'piulialion of it liy othere, the luoal 
cordial approval of the new Liberalism 
coming from the Conservative News- 
Advertiser. 

iTiie platform having fallen as flit as a 
pancake — the expression ia strictly claa- 
Bical — there waa nothing left for the Op- 
position to do but to uncork aome more 
viala of abuBu and pour the contents 
upon the heads of the miniaters, which 
interesting operation is now in full jiro- 
gresa. In other words, the Opposition 
are back precisely where tliey were 
eighteen months ago. They have only 
abuse to serve np tor the editicatiou o( 
those upon whose support they reckon. 

We very greatly ovoresliinato the in- 
telligence of the people of British Colum- 
bia if they are influenced by such a 
campaign as the Opposition has put up, 
and as we have correctly described above. 
They will not bo misled into tlie belief, 
it they are Liberals, that the cause of 
Liberalism in British Columbia will be 
promoted by identifying it with ecur' 
rilous abuse. If they are Conaervativee, 
they will resent the attempt made to in- 
duce them to play tbe part of cat's-paws 
for a few people who claim to be the em- 
bodiment of the principles and patron- 
age of the Liberal jiarty. The ellbrt to 
introduce Doiuiuiou lines into the con- 
test has ignominiously failed.

THE IIOOTALINQUA. 

Mr, Hamliu, who haa been in the Lake 
Tealin and llootalinijua country on be- 
half of the provincial government, eonda 
down Itom. Dawson City an unofiScial but 
highly aatiafactory letter in regard to the 
river. He doea not speak about the lake, 
but the reason of this doubtleea ia that 
hie special mlBsion waa to ascertain tbe 
clniracter of the llootalin(iua, ami he 
has very wisely taken the first oppor- 
tunity to let tbe government know what 
he learned upon tMs point. He did not 
care to trust bis official report to the 
messenger who brought out his letter, 
preferring to send it along by the regu- 
lar mail. Through the kindnesa of the 
Hon. G. B. Martin we are able to make 
an extract from the letter. Mr. Uamlin 
says : 

" la reference to the Uootalinqua 
river, it is a grand waterway, from 250 

to (iOO feet in width, depth, generally, 11 
feet, and considerably over that in many 
places. In two instances it sounded 
only 1 feet, but I believe it was not tbe 
main channel. Nothing that can be 
called a rapid occurs. It is undoubtedly 
the proper water route to this part of the 
world." 

This is testimony of the moat valuable 

kind and oujiht to bo disseniinated far 
and wide. As ^\ e liavf; before said, tlie 
Col.iiNisr haa no (h.'sire to speak adverse- 
ly of other routca to the Yukon, l)Ut it 
feela ita duty to bo to keep moat promi- 
nently forward tbe excellence of the ronta 
by way of the Hootalinqua. Here is a fine 
river, flowing through a gold-boarinu 
country. Tliere is not the least danger 
to the man who tiusts himaelf to thia 
slreani. lie will he carried by it down 
to the Lewia river, and from the iiuintof 
its junction with that stream to ihe 
mouth of the Yukon, in Behring Sea, 
there ia not a single obstruction to navi- 
gation, or daneer point even to tbe most 
inexperienced navigator. Thia ought to 
be made known everywhere. When we 
add to thia tlnit there will be atean.ere 
on the river next seaBoii, and that it is 
quite feaailjle to go to Tealin lake over a 
snow road in this winter, without run- 
ning any risk at all, it would be little 
short of criminal if wo did not strive to 
imprcHd ui)on everyone the desirability 
of aelocting this route to the Yukon. 

We are further impresaed witli the 
uecessily of thia course by reading in the 
Oregoniaii an article written in the 
moat hostile spirit in regard to the 
Stickeon-vTeslin route. The Btickeeu is 
represented as an exceedingly dangerous 
stream, and the country between it and 
Teslinlakeasniountainoua. TheStickeen 
ia not dangeroua. It liaa been safely 
navigated for years and will bo navi- 
gated this year by oxcoUciit steamera. 
The country to be crossed on the way to 
Teslin lake is not mountainous. It ia 
on tbe contrary itemarkably level. There 
ia a summit to paaa near Telegraph lake, 
but after that the \vholo country la very 
tar from being moiiutainoua. There are 
two elevatioiiH, liut they do not rejjro- 
sent very hard work, and during the 
winter thoy can bo avoided. At least 
such is the opinion of those persons who 
are most familiar with tbe route. 

It is worth mentioning that after tbe 
Stickem opens for navigation tbe road

II. M..S. Icarus, wLich returned from 
the South to F^sciuimalt several days 
aj;o, ia now at her old moorings, looking 
just aa spick and apan and tidy as she 
did prior to her departure from head- 
quarters a little more than a year ago. 
Her cruise just completed was barren of 
general interest save for the fact that at 
sea on the 2lird of November last she fell 
in with and spoke H.M..S. Amphion, the 
latter cruiser being at the time on her 
wav to far-famed Cocoa island to have 
another try for the buried treasure which 
naval men firmly believe is still to re- 
ward some fortunate ones. 

Whether these lucky del vers for coined 
gold and luatroua jewels compose the 
ship's company of the Amphion has not 
yet been disclosed, aa the Amphion has 
not been hoard from since her visit to 
the island. 

Two other, and very important addi- 
tions to the North Pacific squadron are 
looked for about Sunday next, the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Virago, with her 
convoy, H.M.S. Leander, being sched- 
uled to leave San Francisco for the North 
to-day. They have now been visitors in 
the harbor of the Bay City for half a 
week past, and have excited more than 
the usual amount of curious attention, 
owing to the recent turn of affaire in 
China, and the important part Great 
Britain ia likely to play when the 
Oriental drama ia finally put upon the 
boards. In mentioning the arrival in 
San Franciaco of these latest membere 
of Admiral Palliser's fleet, the Examiner 
says : 

"Two vessels that may cut some fig- 
ure in the settlement of any trouble re- 
sulting from the game of 'grab' in pro- 
gress in the Orient steamed into the har- 
bor yesterday afternoon and cast anchor 
otrthe city front. They are tier Majea- 
ty'a ehipa Leander and Virago. Tke 
first, a cruiser of the second class, would 
attract but little attention were it not 
for the fact that she convoys the other 
vessel, which ia of a type never before 
seen in San Francisco bay. 

"The V^irago ia one of the moat mod- 
ern types of naval fighting machines, 
and belongs to the claaa known aa tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers. That ahe is con- 
sidered of the flrat importance in the 
buaineas of naval warfare is evident by 
the fact that during the past few years 
Great Britain has added no fewer than 
100 of these formidable vessels to her 
navy. 

" The sole purpose for which the Vir- 
ago and other vessels of her class are 
built is to spread disaster among the 
fleet of torpedo boats that hover in the 
wake of every siiuadron of modern war- 
ships. Her armament ia insijiniticant, 
conaiating merely of a few niuchino 
guns. Her decks and her low-lying hull 
are not protected by armor. Almost lier 
entire eirnctiveness lies in her speed. 

"The\'irago can bo forced through 
the water at thirty knota an hour, ttius 
enabling her to overtake and annihilate 
with her rapid-fire batteries the speedi- 
est torpedo boat afloat. Even the swift- 
est ocean liner is at her mercy, lo 
develop this enormous speed powerful 
machinery is necessary, The long, nar- 
row hull of the Virago ia filled with 
machinery from atom to stern, a fact 
that ia upjiarent even to the eye of a 
landsman, for tlio four bij,' sinokestacifH 
divide the deck area into ei|Uivl sections. 

"She is driven by twin acruwH luul 
her engines ate capalilc of developirii; 
'i.L'DO horso power. The vespel is 21.'; 
feet loni;, 21 feet 7 inches beam and has 
a draught of 10 feet. Her diei)laceinent 
ia 120 tons. 

" The Virago cariies a complement of 
sixty-two ofiicers and men. Her (Com- 
manding ofhi;er ia Lieutenant and Coiu- 
mander lOdwnrd A. Baird. 

" On account of the great amount of 
machinery, there is but little room for 
fuel. The Virago can carry just enoutrli 
coal for a cruise of three or four daya. 
Thus it was that when she was ordered 
to ttie Pacific station from I'lymouth 
Bonio months ago it was necessary for 
her In make tlie voyoite aa the consort of 
the L:'ander. The voyage around the 
Horn was made by easy stages, frecnient 
atops btviiiL- made at ports on both sides 
of the continent. At sea the Virauo's 
coal supply was replenislied from the 
bunkers of the cruiser, or, if the weather 
waa rough the destroyer was taken in 
tow. 

"Tlie Leander waa built in ISSO. She 
ia ,'iOO feet long, '10 feet beam and 20'..; 
feet draught. She baa a apeed capacity 
of 10 knots an hour. Her armament 
coneiste of ten G-inch rifled guns, six 0> 
pounders and several rapid-fire suns. 
She carries a complement of 300 ofJicera 
and men. She is commanded by Cap- 
tain Frederick F. Fegen."

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Colonel Weatlierly Makes an Im- 
portant Find in a Hitherto Un- 
explored Kegion. 



Between the Oniiueca anil tlio Kocky 
Mountains He Uiscovers Ilug-e 
Free Milling Veins. 



Col. L. R. S. Wentherley, who has 
spent the last nine months in the Omin- 
eca and other northern portionB of the 
province, has returned to Victoria after 
completing an exploratory trip throuRh 
a portion of Jiritish Columbia hitherto 
altogether unknown — that is a district 
lyinc; hetween the Omiueca and the 
iiocky mountaine. After Bceins the 
Ominsca, the Colonel is very greatly im- 
preBBB'l witli tho richnesB of tho placer 
deposits of tlial portion of British Col- 
umbia, and in bpeakini; of its roeourcoe 
yesterday said that on the whole he 
coneidered the gold fields very 
rich and, from his own personal 
experience, Maneon creek particularly 
valuable. He can speak aa an authority 
on mining, as he has had very extensive 
experience in the South African gold 
fields. In referring to the Consolidated 
and Caledonia mining companies, Col- 
onel WeatherleyconaiderB Captain Black 
iiag aocoinplished wonderfully good 
work tliouj^h luiiulicapped considerably 
from lieiiil(iiiiut(irg. 

Col. Wcalliurluy tzives a decidedly iii- 
terestins account of his adventurous trip 
from Manson creek to the Roukies. He 
made up his mind, he saya, to search 
for the mother lode of the rich de- 
poeita of the Omineca, and with 
four men started on Juno lili 
due east. Travereing Bsvainps, climb- 
ing mountaiuB and holding as close aa he 
could to his course, he managed, after 
great privations, to find -what he looka 
npon as the greateat free milling quartz 
depOBita in tne world. There are eight 
great quartz veins as regularly placed as 
books on a shelf, each lying between 
slate on the one side and eandatone on 
the other. These veins are exposed to 
view for about 1,300 feet right up a hill 
side. He knocked ofiF samples -^vith gold 
showing plainly and is quite sure that 
even if the quartz is of very low grade it 
is the biggest thing of tho kind in the 
world. 

Col. Weatherley says that by goins: up 
the Fraser to McLeod lake, crossing ovur 
the eight miluB of portage to the Pars- 
nip, and proceeding down that stream 
for a certain liistance, the distanco from 
the point of departure on the Parsnip to 
the gold reefa is about fifty miles to the 
east. The exact location he does not 
care to give, as he hopes to go back to 
develop his find. On his way out to the 
Parsnip he found a very easy road in to 
the discovery. The party suffered great 
privations on their trip, for they lived 
on short rations for weeks and for three 
days had nothing whatever to eat.

self even if they do not all but dcstrny a 
I a]iaeity for it. " 

It is this spontuueouH interest, that 
must be awakened and kejit alive. The 
teticber must be fipoiitaiieoiis, eiithu- 
siaslic, very much idivc .Such a teacher 
never uses a textbook during ii recita- 
rioi), is ready and ajit in his illustra- 
tions, pleusiug iu manner of proseuta- 
lion, nblo to present tho samo thing iu 
(iilfereiit Ways, never resorts to snretisin 
as a means of correction or to cover up 
Ins own lack of informatiou, g(ttH his 
class where the members are not afraid 
to try, sits little during recitation, pos- , 
sibly not ut all, oeusnres sparingly, 
jiraises much. But this kind of toaoh- 
iiig takes time for careful preparation, 
aud much Ir-ird work i.i required. — 
Journal of Pedagogy. 



AMDI^IKG AND " INSTKUCTIVE. 

A Victoria Inventor Proves Himself a 
Friena of the Little Folks. 

One of tlie moat amusing and nt tho 
same time iuatructive jiatent toys yet 
placed on the market, has made its ap- 
pearance in Victoria. It is simplicity 
itself, consisting merely of a log of pre- 
pared modelling clay and a set of 
moulds. Tho main idea of the origin- 
ator of the toy is to bring out the in- 
ventive and mechanical faculties of 
chiklren of the ages of from 5 to 15 years. 

The toy ia along the lines set forth by 
the advocates nf the Kindergarten eys- 
tem of instruction and training. Poesi- 
bly the inventor, when the idea of tha 
toy occurred to him, remembered vividly 
that portion of his childbood's days 
when it was bia highest ambition to 
make mnd pies and mould minature 
biicks. Thechildren of the present day, 
will when using this toy, exnerience Iiips 
difiiculty in tfiiB pnatimeand will profit 
more, as the clay used in moulding only 
requires damping to he need. The 
toy iuelncies two inonldp, one for 
making an ordinary niinaturo brick 
and the other a section of 
an arch. Any latent talent a child may 
have for architecture or the iilnstio arts 
will, it is safe to jiredicr, be developed 
to a considerablo extent by the use of 
thia ingenious toy. 

A book containing a set of plans and 
elevations of different styles of buildings 
is used with it by older children. Mrs. 
Turner, of Fort street, is handling the 
toy in Victoria. 

OUtt BUYS. 

To THE Editor:— The reply of Mr. 
St. Olair to my letter on the subject how 
to treat our bad boys, is scarcely worth 
answering — it is full of inncouracies and 
contradictions — while trying to upset 
my arguments, ho confirms and strengtli- 
ens them.

Clair's letter could bo read by all the 
bad boys, they would take it as an en- 
couragement to go on petty thieving, 
breaking windows, BmashiDg windows 
and Btealinj; fruit, etc. If all our public 
instructors who come in contact with 
young boys hold tho opinion of Mr. St. 
Clair, it is not surprising that wo have 
such an abundant CI o;) of young acoun- 
drola ifiul thieves. A man who pub- 
lisheaover his mime the tlioory that to 
be a i!Ood man you inuet bo a bad boy 
has a screw loose aomewhere. Perhaps 
his father, old Mr. St. Clair, did not follow 
the advice of that old British general far 
enoupl) — iu licking young Sc. Clair into 
a wiser and more prudent man than he 
now ie. Whether the stick should be 
used freely on him now or not I do not 
say— it may be too late. At all events 
be ahould come under the lash of the 
achool board for bia injudicious letter, 
which does not censure bad boys for 
doing bad thinge, but rather takes their 
part in their evil practices. As a good 
citizen, and knowing all the boya, as he 
says he does, be should nae hia intimacy 
with them to restrain, correct and im- 
prove them.

After a Bemarkable Escapo the Ves- 
sel Goes to Tacoma to Be 
Docke^.. 

Eiiiiu'esse,s aa Troop Skips— Crow of 
" Oakland " Turu Up 
All Safe. 



There ig perhapg no parallel in the his- 
tory of the " Graveyard Coaat " of Van- 
couver island for the remarkable escajje 
of the steanaer Cleveland, driven help- 
leasly ashore as eho waa in a fierce storm, 
deierted, looted, and after nil rescued 
from a fate that a single gale from the 
right quarter would have been sealed 
beyond hope. In tow of a tug in the 
Royal Boada yesterday the Cleveland 
was far from being what many 
who saw her on the rocliB pre- 
dicted she would be by tliis time. 
Little ditliculty had been met with in 
releasing tier ii second time from the 
rocks where she liiid structt wlieu being 
taken to a smooth beach. On Saturday 
the American tug Tyee gave her a line, 
but the water wac low at the time arid 
the ehip refused to move. Next day the 
tua Czar, which had stayed by_ her 
throughout all the wrecking operations, 
bitched on astern, and without the 
slightest difficulty the steamer was 
towed to a place of e&fety, nothing being 
caught OD the rocks save her nosa. When 
beached her bottom was patched 
up aa beat it could be for tem- 
porary service, and the vessel 
to-day ie taking in no more water tliui. 
her own puinpa can keep out. One good 
sizeii liole forward and another att are 
hergreatoBt injuries, although lier plates 
on tlie atiirboard si'le are perforated in 
some half doi^on places. Her machinery, 
of course, will be somewhat the worse 
for its imtneraion, but the whole repairs 
to tlie vessel can, it is expected, be 
ell'ected for a very few thousand dollars, 
a new shaft to replace the broken one 
which caused the steamer all her 
trouble, and new furnishings, be- 
ing among the principal items 
in the bill of expenses, apart from 
the work that will have to be done on 
her bottom. The Cleveland came to an 
anchorage in the Koyal Iloada shortly 
after noon yesterday, and for a time 
there wna a probability that she would 
be docked in Eequimalt. Captain Mot- 
calf, of San Francisco, who superintend- 
ed the work of getting the steamer off 
the rocks, and Mr, J. H. Tyson, the 
owner, left the disabled vessel in the 
Roads with the tug Tyee and came into 
town to try and make arrange- 
ments for docking her here, but as the Es- 
quimalt marine railroad is now occupied 
by the C.P.N. steamer Danube, whicii 
vessel is undergoing an overhauling pre- 
paratory to commencing her Xorthern 
service, and it was, tlierefore, decided to 
send the Cleveland on to Taconia. The 
cargo, which still lies in the hold, is said 
to be in a pretty bad state, and is left in 
her as stiffening more than for any use 
it is likely to be. 



THE EMPHESSKS A3 TEOOl'SHIPS. 

The R.M.S. Empress of India called 
off the outer wharf last evening on her 
way to the Orient, heavily laden with 
cargo but light in so far aa passenger list 
is concerned. There were indeed no 
firat-clasa aaloon paeaengers booked here, 
while only thirty Asiatica were added to 
the throng in the steerage— an unusual- 
ly amall number. The oflicera of the 
Empresa amiled complacer.tly — in the 
manner usually described as mjateri- 
oualy— when asked aa to the truth of the 
recent report that their ahip and 
her sisters in the service have 
been requisitioned for nayal use. There 
would bo no need of long notice, 
they say, for it would not take more than 
twenty-four hours to fit an Empreaa for 
duty under the naval flag, ehould she be 
either in Vancouver or Hongkong whan 
required, As to speed, the C. I'. R. 
steamers would be inferior to nothing on 
the I'acific for transport duty, for accord- 
ing to the India's oflicers 111.25 knots 
could be maintained for any period or 
distance reijuired, although for mercan- 
tile purposes the liners are seldom 
pushed beyond 15.50, aa the higher speed 
runs away with an immense ([uantity of 
fuel. It is only as transports that tiie 
government might be expected to utilize 
the Empresses to advantage, although a 
show of force is given in eight slow-firing 
5-inch guns and six quick-liring nnacliine 
guns, the latter to be placed 
fore and aft on the promenade 
deck. Aa carriages are already 
in position and all parte of the guns 
in atorehouEO at both Esquimalt and 
Ilongkong, it is a matter of only a day's 
work to arm the white liners when such 
action becomes desirable. As troop trans- 
ports, running in conjunction with the 
O.P.K., these steamers may possibly be 
of great utility before the Oriental drama 
is played to a finality. It is estimated 
that each of the three ships could han- 
dle t^vo or three battalions with horses, 
feeding and providing fair iiuartera lor 
all on a protracted voyage. This means 
2,500 men and their arms and accoutro- 
menta— or more than double the ordi- 
nary largo Hat of steerage passengers. 
The officers of the limpreeeea are for the 
most part naval reserve men, and tliia 
fact may poaaibly prove of importance in 
time to come. 

liUMORKD CnAN'OES AMONG COASTER.S. 

'J*ho steamer Farallon will leave (iuar- 
torniastor's harbor dock to-day after 
receiving repairs of damages re- 
cently sustained by her hull by going 
ashore in Northern waters. When she 
leavofl the blocks alio will undergo the 
rebuilding of her boilera, which, it is 
said, will require till the middle of 
l<'ebruary to complete. It was the pecu- 
liar fate of the Farallon to strike a 
rock just prior to being laid up 
for an overhauling long meditated. 
She is to be followed in dock by the 
Ocean Wave, which steamer arrived at 
Tacoma from the Columbia river a few 
days ago and remains an object of b pecu- 
lation to marine men. It was supposed 
not many days ago that this boat was to 
take the place of the City of Kingatoii 
temporarily, but now there is a rumor 
current that the Puget Sound and Alaska 
Steamship Co., has ita eye on the vessel. 
The City of Kineston on the other hand 
is reported to be regarded with covtstous- 
ness hy the Washington and Alaska peo- 
ple, it being considered that she and the 
City of Seattle could provide a faultleea 



service for the North, As an assistaut 
for the Ocean Wave in this connection, 
the old steamer Sehome it la thought 
would prove serviceable, 

TiiK Oakland's crew safe. 
A dispatch from Astoria, Or., aaya: 
Captain Whitney and crew of ten' men 
of the bark Oakfand, \(hioh went aahore 
on Cape Flattery last Wedneaday, were 
picked up by the schooner Laura May 
and were landed here safely on New 
Year's day. The Laura May spoke the 
Oakland, which was flying signala of dis- 
tress, December 2C. The bark was leak- 
ing badly, and Captain Whitney and hia 
crew of ten men took to the boats and 
boarded the Laura May. The schooner 
sniled into the Columbia river December 
30 and anchored near Sand island. A 
gale sprung up and abe was compelled 
to put to sea asfain.
